The Canned Goods Exchange of this city at a meeting held 
last week and another this week appointed a committee to draw 
up a form of guaranty to be used by members of the Exchange 
with canned goods. That committee made its report and their 
action was discussed and their report adopted by the Exchange, 
with notice, however, from one house that it would not apply to 
that house. We propose to give the report in full in our next 
edition, as it is a matter of the first consequence. It is under- 
stood also the report will be sent to the New York State Canned 
Goods Packers Association, with the request that they act upon 
it in the same way as the Exchange, and it is understood copies 
of the clause and the decision of the Exchange will be sent to 
every canned goods packer throughout the United States. 

There are so many questions that arise in regard to the 
responsibility for the contents of the can before it reaches the 
consumer, that much uneasiness is caused by the difficulty in the 
way. Strange to say, one of the difficulties lies in the necessity 
of the government not invading the rights of the States too far. 
As one of the representatives of the great packing houses here 
put the question, in on? line it was simply this: Suppose a 
Chicago jobber bought a thousand cases of tomatoes from a house 
in Baltimore which in all respects complied with the law; about 
the same time bought a thousand cases from an Ohio packer and 
two thousand cases from two Illinois packers, all of which com- 
plied with the law, how could even the United States inspector 
discriminate between the goods of these four thousand cases as 
to which were packed in Illinois and which were not, supposing 
all the cansbore the label of the Chicago house? And, as it is 
known that the Pure Food Law applies in a State only to the 
goods which come from without it, it would be absolutely neces- 
sary to know which goods were put up in Illinois and sold there 
before the government could even take cognizance of a complaint. 
This is only one of the many questions which came up, and yet 


it is one which would require absolute separation of the goods 
one from the other before the United States law would apply to 
them. The discussion on the various questions which arose 
regarding this law was the most serious we have known in all 
our intercourse with the canned goods business, and illustrates 
at once both the interest of the packers in understanding the 
law and their intention to comply with it. This interest is not 
local merely, but applies throughout the whole land with the 
same force, and naturally affects manufacturers, distributors and 
consumers, as well as middlemen. It all-has its effect, .however, 
in adding some doubt at present to the market. 

There has been a fair movement in canned goods during the 
week, and a very slight change in some articles on the list. 
Since our last peas have taken another advance and every week 
seems to find them higher. Early June standards are quoted at 
$1.05 to $1.10; sifted $1.15 to $1.25; seconds $1.00, standard 
marrows are quoted at $1.00; extra sifted $1.50 to $1.60, and 
petit pois $1.75 to $2.00. 

There is no quoted change in peaches except for gallon pies, 
which have marked an advance from $2.65 to $2.90. 

There is a slight change in pineapple. For the fancy select 
preserved sliced is quoted at $1.75 to $1.80. . 

There is no variation in prices on corn, oysters, peaches, 
other than what we have said, and the other articles given; but 
tomatoes have scored another advance on the week. No. 3 
standards are now quoted at 92% to 95c., extras at $1. No. 2 
standard at 90 to g2%c. No. 2 country packed have advanced 
to 82% to 85c., and seconds are now quoted at7234to75c. No. 
3 seconds are now firm at 87%c. 

Nearly all canned goods are centering towards a fixed price 
and preparing for the close of the year. 

There is no change whatever to report in canners’ metals. 
It is being proposed to make inquiry of the Department at 
Washington as to the amount of tin that will be required upon

NEW YORK MARKET. 


New York, December 19.—A good, steady jobbing demand 
prevails for all leading varieties of canned goods, but there has 
been: no\especial activity reported beyond this. Comparatively 
little movement of various articles from first hands has been 
recorded and conditions do not warrant any special activity for 
some time tocome. ‘The inventory season is just beginning and 
conditions are such that buyers will not be over numerous dur- 
ing the next two or three weeks. What will occur then only 
the future can determine. Sales are fully as heavy at present 
as they usually are at this season, but there 1s nothing to indi- 
cate that there will be a further increase. It is likely to be 
simply a case of a continuation of the present moderate trade. 
Holders are firm in their views and want full prices for every- 
thing offered, while buyers are holding off, expecting some 
reduction in quotations later. It ts hard to tell which is likely 
to win in the long run, but if all indications are passably right 
the prices of substantially all goods are much more likely to 
advance than they are to decline. The stocks of all popular 
articles are low, at least the qualities which are wanted are low 
and the outlook does not favor the finding of any further impor- 
tant stocks. Consequently the market is more likely to be active 


and high than it is to be dull and low. 

Tomatoes.—Full standard 3’s are held firmer and gsc. is 
inside for Marylands f. 0. b. shipping point or factory. There 
is some buying of goods at this figure, but sellers show an 
increasing disposition to ask more and some are even now hold- 
ing their goods at 97!4c. to $1.00. It is thought by some that 


under small stocks. 


$1.00 will be the price shortly. Sometimes sales are made at 
g2%4c. to clear out small holdings, but it is understood that 
the quantity available at that figure is small. More local inter- 
est is reported in 2’s and full standards are held up to 82%%c. 
f. o. b. factory. Some are asking even more and the tendency 
is upward. A fair demand is noted for off standards and prices 
are steady. Estimates on the season’s pack figure out a total of 
8,000,000 cases, but the unsold stock in packers’ hands is light, 
compared with previous seasons at this time and compared with 
the carrying over of previous seasons. 

Corn.—A good demand is noted for spot delivery at 50 and 
52%c. and buyers are taking goods when quality favors. Some 
effort is being made to sell corn that has saccharine and bleacher 
incorporated, but buyers are a bit scary of that grade. This 
stock can be sold in the state where it is packed without danger 
of interference from the Federal authorities, but outside the 
state in which it is packed dealers run a serious risk. Maine 
corn is held at 80 and go cents, f. 0. b. Portland. Good South- 
ern Maine style pack is a shade firmer at quotations. 

Peas.—A good business is reported in peas, and jobbers are 
picking up everything available where prices are favorable. 
Futures are firm. One Wisconsin packer is credited with hav- 
ing sold over 260,000 cases of the 1907 pack on the basis of 8oc. 
for marrows up to $1.50 for petit pois. 

Beans.—A fair interest is noted and prices are firm with an 
upward tendency on actual transactions. The niarket is not over 
supplied and better prices are likely. within a short time. 

Squash.—The market is firm at quotations. Sales have 
been moderately heavy and the situation is promising for holders, 

Spinach.—The supply is small and prices are firm as quoted. 
Holders are asking more for their 3 pounds, and gallons also 
tend upward, though possibly not quite so sharply. ; 

Apples.—The market is firmer on gallons and the price now 


quoted is $2.35 delivered. What has become of the supply it is 


impossible to say. At any rate it isn’t being offered, even at 
increased prices. 

Rhubarb.—The market is firm and gallons are in demand at 
$3.25 per dozen delivered. The quantity is understood to be 
rather light. 

Small Fruits.—The market is firmer and the tone is stronger 
Demand promises to increase, which will

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speedily clear out everything held. 

Peaches.—Supplies are in good demand from jobbers’ hands 
and under small and steadily decreasing stocks the tone of the 
market is stronger. 

Pineapples.—Supplies are wanted and sellers’ ideas are firm 
as quoted. The supply on hand is not large and increased buy- 
ing would force up prices perceptibly. 

Salmon.—The stock of Columbia river salmon in first hands 
is reduced to a few lots of halves at $1.10 and talls at $1.65 here. 
On flats some business has been done from second hands at $1.95. 
Red Alaska talls are steady at $1.02% and $1.05 here, depending 
upon seller. No pinks are left on the spot and 82%c. f. o. b. 
coast seems to be about the lowest figure obtainable. 

Sardines.—Domestic quarter-oils and three-quarter mustards 
are firmly held in anticipation of the advance which is to go into 
effect January 2. There is no pressure to sell in any quarter.

CALIFORNIA LETTER. 


SAN Francisco, CAL., Dec. 14, 1906. 

This market is fast approaching a state of ‘‘innocuous desue- 
tude’’ owing to the holiday season being so close upon us, and aided 
by the scarcity of something to sell. Most everyone is so com- 
pletely sold out in fruit lines, that that portion of our packers’ 
activities are taking their winter’s sleep. Of course, a great 
proportion of the goods sold, have yet to be shipped and cars 
are going out every day from the different canneries located at 
various points. 

Probably never before in the history of the industry in Cali- 


fornia have the unsold stocks been so low at this season of the - 


year. There were two leading factors for this condition—one 
being the short pack in nearly all grades and varieties of fruit, 
and the other being the unprecedented demand from domestic mar- 
kets. Even if we had experienced a full pack right down the 
line, it is questionable whether conditions, as to stocks in hand, 
would be much different from what they aretoday. The demand 
has been keen and there has not been nearly enough fruit to go 
around. About the only thing left out here unsold are a few 
thousand cases of apricots, and they will not last long in view of 
present conditions. Peaches played the chief nature bunco game 


of the season. At the beginning everybody was cettain that we 
would pack a ‘‘peach’’ of a peach crop—every possible indication 
pointed to that income—but in the eyd the crop. proved to. be 
50% short with a proportionate cut in the pack. With the con- 
ditions noted above as to supplies it looks very mucli to us as 
the California fruits, as well as any possible competitive goods, 
should bring more money than today’s prices. 

The thirty second annual convention of the ‘‘California | 
Fruit Growers’’ met last week at Hanford, Tulare County, and 
during the course of one of the sessions, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Alden Anderson, who is at the head of the California 
Fruit Distributors, gave some facts and figures relative to the 
deciduous fruit shipments for the current year which I quote 
verbatim: ‘‘The first carload of cherries was shipped on May 2d, 
and the last carload of grapes was shipped November 28th. The 
following gives the total carload shipments, by varieties, except. 
apples, of which shipment is not finished yet: Cherries, 150 cars; 
apricots, 16; peaches, 584; plums, 1220; pears, 1513; grapes, 
2050; apples, to December ist, 669; miscellaneous, 22. There 
was an increase in shipment of cherries over 1905, but on account 
of the cold, late spring and late rains, the shipment did not reach 
the average quality. The shipment of apricots was light on 
account of the very short crop. The shipment of peaches was 
less than one-third of the shipment of that of 1905 This was 
occasioned somewhat by the short crop in California, but more 
particularly on account of the heavy crops in the Eastern peach- 
growing districts. The shipment of plums was only a few cars 
less than in 1905, while that of pears was some 500 cars more. 
The shipment of grapes exceeds that of 1905 by some 450 cars. 
The weather for shipment of grapes was very satisfactory, but 
the cold, late spring held them back and they were late in ripen- 
ing and maturing, and when ripe seemed to have a deficiency of 
sugar compared to normal years, and there was much complaint 
that they did not carry as well as usual. On apples there has 
been to date something over 1000 cars less shipped than for the 
season of 1905. ‘This decrease was occasioned by the large apple 
crop in the East and the fact that many apples are being stored 
and handled locally.’’

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Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

Tomatoes are in request, not in large lots, but in quantities to meet 
passing wants, and the tone of the market is growing stronger. Futures 
are not attracting attention at present. Corn is doing better, inquiries for 
large lots being more frequent. It looks as though the heavy movement in 
cheap corn had pretty well cleaned up the bargain lots and the market 
seems firmer, holders refusing to let go of supplies at former rates. It 
looks now as though the 1907 packing season would open at prices much more 
remunerative to packers than were the 1906 opening rates. Peas are show- 
ing a buoyancy that is satisfactory to holders, and higher prices are looked 
for. Quotations are $1.00 to $1.05 for standard quality and $1 10 to $1.40 
for sifted. Canned fruits meet with a routine demand, and market is firm, 
with prices of gallon apples showing an upward tendency under the impetus 
of a good call. The salmon market is tending in holders’ favor. Barring 
red Alaska brands, the supply is hardly worth mention, and the red fish is 
coming into closer concetration. Pink salmon is very firm on the Pacific 
Coast Domestic sardines are fairly active.—Merchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 

Tomatoes are about unchanged. New goods are quoted at about 92%c. 
county. A very few are probably still obtainable at goc. Old goods are 
even firmer than new, as practically all holders are holding for higher 
prices. The demend for tomatoes is fair. Futures are still being offered, 
but without many takers. Corn is dull and weak on spot. Future corn is 
dull, but not especially weak. Spot peas are being cleaned up at firm 
prices. The demand for future peas continues. Some holders have ad- 
vanced the price since the opening of the season. Peaches are high and 
scarce. The demand is light. There is very little inquiry for apples, 
which rule steady. The Baltimore line of small canned goods is about un- 
changed and in moderate demand. Spinach continues very high, owing to 
short pack. The California line is unchanged and in first hands quiet.— 
Grocery World. 


Chicago. 

Tomatoes are firmer and the tendency of prices on these goods seems 
to be upward. Canners are in fact asking 2%c., to 5c. per dozen more than 
they were a week or two ago, and the small stocks remaining in first hands 
makes it probable that a further rise is in sight. Notwithstanding the pack 
this year was larger than in 1905, packers now have very few unsold toma- 
toes. The canned corn market is steady in price, and the consumption is 
fairly good. Peas are very firm in price, tending higher, owing to the 
scarcity. There are no more cheaper quality peas left in canners’ hands. 
Canned pumpkin is in good demand at steady prices. Spinach is actively 
called for and prices are on a steady basis. As with vegetables, fruits of all 
descriptions are also very firm, and the reason is the same, scarcity. Can- 
ners are closely sold up on fruits in all parts of the country. Eastern can- 
ners have very few peaches or other goods left and the same is reported 
from Michigan and California. At California fruits are so closely cleaned 
up in so far as the canners’ supplies are concerned. Sardines have been ad- 
vanced, ‘the rise to take effect January 2; from toc. to 20c. per case. This, 
owing to the smallness of the supply of domestic sardines, the pack this 
year being only about half as large as in 1905. Salmon of all grades is firm. 
Cove oysters are very strongly situated and in good demand. Canned 
shrimp, lobster, etc., are firm.—Gvocers’ Criterion. 


Montreal, Can. 


Very little is going on in the canned goods market. Stocks are gradu- 
ally being completed through the arrival of last deliveries, and the excite- 
ment which has existed for such a long time is simmering down. 

Toronto, Can. 


The market is firm for all lines. Fruits are pretty well cleaned up and 
there is a feeling that there will be higher prices for vegetables before the 
next pack arrives. Prices, however, are uuchanged.—Canadian Grocer. 


Correspondence. 


BALTIMORE, MD., Dec. 17, 1906. 
Tomatoes.—The general market, contrary to the usual experience dur- 
ing December, has shown considerable activity this month. There has 
been quite a good deal of buying, and the year will probably close with 
prices substantially firmer than they were last month. 
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We have a number of times drawn attention to the situation on No. 
2 tomatoes. Stocks here are very light and in the hands of only a few 
holders. No, 2 and No. 3 tomatoes are also pretty thoroughly cleaned up. 
In fact, it is safe to say that as far as Baltimore packers are concerned, 
there has probably never been a year when their stocks of tomatoes at 
this time were lighter than they are at present. 

We are having a large demand for future tomatoes and there is some 
actual business being done, though a number of the packers are disposed to 
hold off and not make prices. At 80c. per dozen a heavy business on 
futures could no doubt be done for good brands. Most packers, however, 
are inclined to wait until after tne first of the year, when they have their 
supplies of cans, cases, etc., bought, and can form some idea what price 
they will have to pay for raw material. Offers for some brands of standard 
tomatoes at 80c. per dozen have been made this week and declined. ‘We 
could probably buy a number of good brands at 80c.,per dozen, less 144%, 
Baltimore rate of freight guaranteed, and we will be very glad to figure 
with you. 

Spinach.—The advance noted in last week’s circular has extended a 
little further on 3s. 

Corn.—It looks as though a large proportion of the very cheap Maine 
style corn which has been offered on the market at sacrifice prices on ac- 
count of containing saccharine has been cleaned up. Offers on large lots 
on a basis of about 42%c. per dozen, factory, have been turned down.. 

Peaches.—No, 3 pies are getting into better shape. Stocks here are so 
light that it does not take much buying to cause some advance. 

String Beans.—String beans last season were considerably more plenti- 
ful than they are this year, yet prices, on No. 2 especially, reached a very 
much higher point than they can be bought for today. 

There are six good consuming months ahead of us, and string beans 
look cheap.

Dear Sirs.—There was less done this week in the tomato market than 
in the week previous, probably because of the approaching holiday season. 
The market continues firm and the undertone to it is strong in all directions. 
There are no changes in the prices to note, excepting a further advance in 
gallon tomatoes. The outlook for 1907 is encouraging to the holders who 
anticipate a higher rangeJof prices after the year gets fairly started and 
inventory time is over and out of the way. 

Trading in future tomatoes has commenced, but neither the buyers nor 


sellers are disposed to do much in them, beiieving that it will be time 
enough to take up that subject next month, or even later, when there may 
be some more tangible ground‘on which to base the buying and selling. 

Nothing out of the ordinary occurred during the week in any lines of 
vegetables or fruits, The orders were small, the offerings not pressing, and 
the outlook is for a continuance of those conditions until after the first of 
the year. All of the leading staple articles are firm, except corn, because 
the stocks of them are considered to be smaller than usual for this time in 
the season. 

There has been no relief as yet to the cove oyster situation here. The 
absence of hard, freezing weather along the Chesapeake Bay up to this 
time while not adding any to the receipts of the raw stock, has not aggra- 
vated the situation, and the packers are thereby enabled to continue their 
operations on a small scale. It is hardly reasonable to expect that the 
weather during the next three months will be equally as mild.

Aberdeen (Md.) Market. 


ABERDEEN, MD., Dec. 17, 1906. 

Tomatoes.—Ninety per cent. of the orders coming in for tomatoes de- 
mand full standard quality; this grade is becoming scarcer from time to 
time and is in close proximity to the dollar mark for hand-packed tomatoes 
for buyer’s label. So-called standards continue to be offered at goc. to 
92'4c. which. however, does not seem to affect the ideas of buyer or seller 
in regard to qualities actually worth more money. It seems to be a ques- 
tion of only how soon will the market reach and pass the dollar mark; and 
while it is possible that fair and so-called standards may be obtained from 
time to time below this figure, there is every assurance that the best qualities 
will continue to be scarcer and firmer from week to week from now on. 

Regarding Future Tomatoes.—Somebody, somewhere and somehow, 
has evidently been counting chickens before they were hatched, coming to 
the front with offerings at prices that will be impossible to show the seller a 
profit. Reliable sources indicate that cans will be at least 20c. per hun- 
dred higher and possibly 4oc., providing a heavier weight of tin is required 
to be used this year, This alone would increase the cost of cans about 5c. 
per dozen over last year; cases will be from \c. to Ic. per dozen higher 
than last year; solder will be higher, and tomatoes, in all probability, at 
least $1.00 per ton, or 4c. per dozen cans higher. From this standpoint, 
85c. for the average No. 3 Maryland standard this year will show no more

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profit to the packer than 75c. 1906 opening price. With these facts before 
us, nothing would justify the booking of future business at reported pre- 
vailing prices, except by casting away anchor and compass and taking the 
gambling chance on a large overpack, with the bare possibility of being 
unable to market goods at 5c. to roc. below cost. In consideration of the 
possibility of bare stocks at the beginning of the coming packing season, 
this would indeed by a remote possibility, as present indications warrant 
the consumer taking care of 12,000,000 cases of tomatoes, should they be 
packed during the season of 1907. 

Corn.—Better inquiry, increased orders and a general better feeling 
would indicate the possibility that the elevation of corn prices may be 
almost due. It is indicated from the difficulty to secure low-priced grades 
that buyers must figure on a higher basis in order to secure, and holders are 
firmer, if anything, in their hopes that they will soon arrive, when they 
will be at least able to see daylight.

The Scarcity of Good Seed. 


CoLumBus, OHIO, Dec. 18, 1906. 
THE TRADE: 

There are many questions of importance just now among packers, job- 
bers and retailers of canned goods, but there is-one point that no doubt is 
being entirely overlooked by all, except the packer and seed grower, and 
that is the question of vegetable seeds for 1907, and it is causing much 
worry. It is most earnestly desired that this winter will be one of the old- 
fashioned sort, snow and cold, followed by a hot summer, In many re- 
spects the mild winters we have been having are good things for outdoor 
work, poor people, etc., but this is not all that’s to be considered. Isn’t it 
better that the public at large should endure a little real snappy weather 
now when it is in season than to suffer severely in the future on account of 
the shortage of many varieties of vegetables which are absolutely necessary 
to living. - Considering the general prosperity, the poor in our cities should 
be in very good condition to pass through a real winter. 

If the next two or three months do not bring snow and cold weather, 
followed by about the same amount of hot, seasonable weather, it will be a 
great disappointmeni to packers of fancy canned goods, as many vegetables 
already show signs of deterioration, as last year’s peas, beans and toma- 
toes developed that fact. The greatest care must be given in the handling 
of pea, beans and tomatoes, seeds, condition of soil, planting and harvest- 
ing during the coming season, if even fair crops are to be gotten. 

Our open winters, void of snow, cold, damp summers have almost en- 
tirely robbed peas and tomatoes of their germinating qualities. Tomatoes 
this year were very fine for table use, but not for the canner; they were 
almost without seeds and were watery, and the early part of the crop that 
was gathered before the frost practically fell to pieces in packing, thus rob- 
bing the packer of much stock that under better conditions would have 
been fancy. 

The seed is one of the most important items in the canning industry, 
for that’s the foundation, and to get “ quality’’ into your cans must be the 
best that nature provides for us. 

Fancy stocks cf seeds are very short, and up to this time there has 
been an advance of 50% compared with a year ago.

A MERRY CHRISTMAS. 


Once more the time is at hand when it is our pleasure as 
well as our privilege to wish all our readers a Merry Christmas 
and a Happy New Year. The pleasure isall the greater because 
there is such material opportunity to be thankful for the super- 
abundant advantages of the time in which we live. (And it is 
worthy of note that whether a man is religious or not) whether he 
be Jew or Gentile, even in a happy business way he sings his 
paean of glory for the return of the Christmas holidays. The 
season of the next two weeks at once closes up the year’s record 
and begins a new one. It is also true that making allowance for 
all other developments the advent and progress of Christianity 
has done more for the activity of mankind, as well as for his 
charity, than any other single event inthe history cf the race. 
Take Christmas out of the calendar and you will remove from 
the world the impetus of more good than is caused by any ‘other 
event. There is no holiday even in the religious calendar which 
so fulfills its own prophecy as was given in the voices of the 
angels when they said ‘‘Peace on earth to men of good will.’”’ 
Christmas above all things is not only a childrens holiday, but it 
is the practical exemplification of the advantage, even in the 
material sense, of the principle of brotherly love. 

It is strange to observe that the world never goes so far 
ahead but that it finds itself still on the outward verge of greater 
developments. There is no possibility of attainment so great 
that, when accomplished is more thanthe vista of what is to 
occur; this year gives better evidence of this than probably ever 
existed before. In fact even mankind is beginning to ask him- 
self where will we stop and when. 

It is beginning to dawn upon us that the Edenic mistake or 
whatever it may be called, was an actual necessity to the human 
race; for out of the opportunity of man in all times, has come 
the opportunity to rise to higher flights and as Tennyson 


expresses it: ‘“To make stepping stones of self to higher things.’’ 
Much of the business of the world today is built upon the 
production and traffic originating in Christmas needs, and it is 


‘easy to see the world is growing very much better, and brighter 


and happier from year to year through the very increase of these 
needs and the effort to satisfy them. As we go back century by 
century, studying mankind, we find two things evident: what 
we might call a kind of laziness in the individual as compared 
with the times in which he lives, and an increase of tyranny by 
his government. Asman becomes more energetic and intelligent, 
he becomes more confident, and intollerable of oppression and it 
is positively true that the more Christian notions are individually - 
and collectively the more energetic they become. 

Reasoning from anology, it can be calculated that as man 
has proceeded, he will continue to. progress; that Christianity 
has laid its hands upon the nerves and heart of the-world, and 
in our age in this year, the vast influence of that Christian 
energy is giving evidence of having an efféct in heathen Asia. 
We feel the fear just now that such energy among the Malays, 
the yellow race, will work to.our disadvantage; but the history 
of the past if it tells us anything, proves to us that out of the 
problems that arise a solution to the difficulty also arises. And 
that whilst Christian principles govern in any progression, more 
good than evil alWays evolves. 

Thus, we see that whilst at present Christianity appears to 
be very much ahead of any prévious effort, in its effects upon 
the good of mankind, it is probable that even Buddism, with its 
excess of charity, may and probably will derive great advantages 
from co-mixture with Christian principles. We know that in 
India for instance that there is a kindliness of heart that no 
Christian country can show, that the tenets of their creed cause 
them to have a brotherhood even with the lower animals; to such 
an extent that they not only pity them in their sufferings, but 
have hospitals for the care of animals and the lower creatures. 
But Buddism with all its charity lacks the energy that life needs; 
just as the Buddah himself lead nearly a passive life as compared 
with the Missiah. : 

There is no problem in social life that Christianity fears to 
meet, there is no problem that Christianity cannot solve, and in 
the ages of the past we have had evidences that all the ‘‘isms’’ 
of worldliness failed to accomplish what Christianity successfully 


attains. 
It is beginning to develop, we think, that the twentieth cen- 


tury is going to be compelled to handle some questions that will 
bring religious factors into the mental action of nearly all classes 
of men, that the nineteenth century was merely the preface of a 
material nature, to the introduction of the main question in this 
country; and that mind will have to grasp the greatest of funda- 
mental truths in considering the problem that will come before it. 
Under these circumstances it cannot be expected that the world 
will get rid of war; neither national nor internacine; but we are 
probably on the eve for the first time on earth, of a general 
arrayment of race against race, the outcome of which must settle 
many of the difficulties that now perplex the wisest of men. We 
cannot foresee what the end will be, as it may be on an entirely 
different line of ethics from those with which we are acquainted, 
but we have come to believe that it is no reason because we have 
not faced a thing before that it will not occur. Old Adam sit- 
ting under his first Christmas tree could not possibly have fore- 
seen what was to occur among all his multitudinous decendents, 
or if he could have seen it he would have been frightened almost 
to death with the questions he would have had to decide. It is 
certainly true nevertheless that they have always been decided 
for the best and with an ever increasing happiness of the race. 
It is only right that thoughts of Christmas and the new year 
should bring up these questions; it is wise to give them due con- 
sideration; for the least that man can do is totry to understand 
something of his environments and the circumstances that govern 
his existence. ‘Thus, only two hundred years ago, out of the six 
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thousand that has passed since the beginning, no one would have 
even dared to imagine that a country of 80,000,000 of people 


could successfully govern themselves through their own com- — 


bined action and laws, that the rest of the world would get down 
in homage and glory to them and willingly admit that all pre- 
vious attempts at self government were miserable failures. But 
such is the record of history today. It is now seen that the 
combined efforts of the people are and naturally must be greater 
than the efforts of individuals and even of Congresses; in other 
words the combined action of intelligent minds when applied 
accordingly to Christian principles has more of wisdom, strength 
invention and general ability than the wisest of men so far devel- 
oped. It is also being proven in our day that it has more 
patience, more happiness and more consideration for each indiv- 
idual in it, than had existed in the world heretofore. 


Therefore, we can at last join the angels in their Christmas 
song, and shout with lusty lungs, ‘‘Glory be to God on high 


and on earth, peace and good will to men.’’ 


Maine’s Corn and Saradine Packs Short. 


Reports on the Pack of Corn and of Sardines Show Each of the 
Packs to be Short. 


Machias, Mo., Dec. 5.—A decrease of one-half from the season of 1904 


‘is shown in the total receipts from the Sardinh and herring season of 1906, 


which has just closed. The reason for this heavy shrinkage is said to be 
due to the low market price for domestic saradines and to the scarcity of 
herring in Americau waters. 

Waterville, Me., Dec. 4.—The total paek of corn in Maine this year 
will run behind last year’s pack by 800,000 cans, according to some of the 
largest packers of the State. This season’s pack is only about 600,000 cans;

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The New Canadian Tariff. 


The Canadian Finance Minister W. S. Fielding recently 
presented to that Parliament his eleventh budget and with a 
complete revision of the tariff. There are many items of inter- 
est to canned goods packers in this, though we believe the only 
actual change in the rates applies to meats and is an advance. 
Speaking of this, ‘‘ The Canadian Grocer’’ says: 


Canned meats, including poultry, game, soups and extracts, have an 
increased protection of 2% % in the general tariff and 5.6% in the preferen- 
tial. The rates of duty are now 17%, 25 and 27%%, against the old 25% 
and a third off. In the last fiscal year importations of canned goods aggre- 
gated 753,000 lbs., and it may surprise some to know that the year before 
the importations were not such a great deal more, 800,000 lbs. The in. 
crease in duty will have little or no effect upon the trade.

DISCOLORATION IN CANNED CORN—METHOD THAT

The following is an extract from a communication 
received by the Sprague Canning Machinery Co. from 
Prof. Duckwall, while he was at Onarga, IIl., inspect- 
ing the processing of corn with the Polk Agitating 
System: 

“Unless the process on pure corn is cut down to at 
least 35 minutes at 250 degrees Fahrenheit it will be 
impossible to produce canned corn without discolora- 
ation, and I beg to explain this statement as follows: 

“When processing corn at 250 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 65 minutes or more the corn which lies next to the 
tin is subjected to 250 degrees Fahrenheit for such a 
long time that the proteids are disintegrated and sa/- 
phur is set free. This sulphur unites with the hydro- 
gen, which is liberated by the action of the soldering 
flux on the metal, tin and lead in the solder and body 
of the cans. Sulphur and hydrogen for sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S. This is the gas made and used in 
all laboratories for precipitating metallic salts, such as 
tin, lead, iron, etc. These metallic salts are of vari- 
ous colors, black, brown and pinkish purple. Conse- 
quently the corn will become discolored in proportion 
to the amount of metallic salts precipitated and this 
phenomenon cannot be avoided by any known means 
where H,S is formed in the presence of metals in 
solution. Now, the ordinary tin can has considerable 
solder on the inside of the can, both in the crease at 
the top and bottom and also along the side seam. In 
proportion to the amount of lead exposed will be the 
discoloration of the corn. ‘Therefore, until a can is 
made which shall be soldered entirely on the outside, 
or with a solder practically free from lead, it will be 
impossible to can corn without bleaching or chemical 
agents now prohibited by law. 

“T find that the agitating system overcomes the 
difficulty entirely. 

“In this system you are constantly shaking the 
corn away from the tin. No part of the contents is ex- 
posed to the action of 250 degrees Fahrenheit for more 
than 18 minutes, as we demonstrated by inside ther- 
mometers. ‘This time is not sufficient to disintegrate 
the proteid molecule—hence no sulphur is set free, 
consequently there is no formation of sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S, and then, of course, there is no precip- 
itation of metallic salts, even though they should be 
in solution. As a matter of fact there are some metallic 
salts in solution, but since there is no H,S to precipi- 


tate them, they remain in solution and the inside of the . 


can after empting is found to be just as bright as it was 
before filling. While in the case of the regular process 
the whole inside is discolored, all of which discoloration 
is taken up more or less by the corn increasing with 
age fo a limit.

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Canned Goods Exchange Meeting. 


The regular monthly meeting of the Canned Goods Exchange was held 
at the Hotel Rennert Wednesday evening, December 12, and in calling the 
meeting to order President Orem found a very full attendance present. 
After disposing of the routine business, President Orem called attention to 
the fact that the Southern Wholesale Grocers Association had accepted the 
invitation of the Exchange to meet in Baltimore next June, and pointed out 
the importance of this body. How to entertain them was discussed and a 
committee appointed to look after this feature. 

The Pure Food Laws likewise came in for considerable discussion, and 
it was moved and seconded that a committee be appointed to formulate a 
guaranty to be known as the guaranty of the Canned Goods Exchange, and 
this committee was accordingly appointed. The question of the Pure Food 
Law affects the canned goods industry in so many different ways, and 
there is always something new to be said upon it or a different view as to 
its effect expressed, but the packers as a whole are heartily in accord with 
the new law, and the information they seek is for the sake of fully comply- 
ing with its provisions, and there is no more knotty question than that of 
the guaranty. The question likewise of raising the discount of 14% as at 
present to 2%, to comply with the generally used rate, was taken up, 
and this will doubtless be done. 

On Christmas Eve there will be another social meeting, which it will 
be remembered, last year proved so pleasant and successful. This Christ- 
mas Eve meeting is one of jollification and not of business, at which re- 
freshments are served, the compliments of the season passed. It will be 
held Monday afternoon, December 24.
